Our film theaters are lacking in 
jazz. Maybe you wouldn't believe 
it.

STREET FIGHT. 


Kills Officers 
toGet Him. 


Commits Suicide. 


Row Started Over Refusul to 
Pay Board Bill. — 


A. PF. NIGHT WIRE.] 

TOLEDO, June §.—A bullet from 
his own gun and not any of the 
lead huried into his attic barricade 
from machine guns and other 
weapons fired by 200 policemen who 
today sought to arrest him, ended 
the life of John Kelley of Okla- 
homa, according to the finding of 
H, J. Herbert, Chief of Police, and 
Dr. C. J. Henzler, Coroner, tonight. 
The battle, which brought death to 
two policemen, resulted from an at- 
tempt to arrest Kelley for failure 
to pay a $76 board bill. 

Examination of Kelley's body, the 
Coroner said, showed that although 
there were machine gun bullets in 
Kelley's leg, arm and left side of the 
abdomen, the wound over his heart 
had been self-inflicted. 

PREACHED ANARCHISM. 

According to the police, Kelley 
had been known as an extremist 
and had been preaching anarchism 
for several months. Two weeks ago, 
when threatened with eviction 
from his boarding house for fail- 
ure to pay his bill, he boasted to his 
landlady, Mrs. Nellie Key, that “the 
world owed him a living and that 
if he couldn't get it, he would die, 
but not alone.” 

Police, explaining events leading 
up. to the battle, said tonight that 

rs. Key early today asked Kelley 

pay. When he refused she called 
the police. — 

Two detectives were sent to make 
the arrest.They were met by gunfire. 
Police reserves with machine guns 
then were sent to the scene. 

Before he died, Kelley shot and 
killed Patrolmen Harry Dowell and 
Harold Mossbreuger, who had been 
called to the house. " 


HOME IS RIDDLED. 


. The roof of the house was partly 
shot away by machine-gun fire, and 
hundreds of shots were exchanged 
between the officers and the svli- 
tary gunman. 

The machine guns were sent from 
Central Police Station, and high- 
pressure fire hose was used in an 
effort to cave in the walis of the) 
house. Sulphur candles were light- 
ed in the dwelling and other chem- 
icals dropped into the attic through 
a skylight in an effort to smoke the 
rebel out. 

Patrolman Mossbrueger courage- 
ously mounted to the roof of a three- 
story brick building, crossed its top 
under fire, swung his legs over a 
trapdoor for a five-foot drop to the 
floor of the attic, and was killed by 
Kelley the instant his feet touched 
the floor. 

The body of Patrolman Dowell lay 
for two hours on the sidewalk in 
front of the house, where he fell, 
while the battle went on. 

SHOT THROUGH HEART. 


Police who descended into the at- 
tie after a cessation of the machine- 
gun fire found Kelley's body lying 
on a bed, the heart pierced by a shot. 
In one pocket was a 45-caliber pis- 
tol and in another was a smaller 
revolver. 

Kelley, who was a waiter, was re- 
ported to have recently purchased 
a trunkful of ammunition. Persons 
in the neighborhood said that Kel- 
ley had bought arms and had talked 
of starting a war. 

Two newspaper reporters, caught 
in the lower part of the house, were 
unabie to get out because of the 
continuous fire kept up by the police 
and the fugitive, and reported devel- 
opments of the fight by a telephone. 

Thousands of persons watched the 
battle from points of vantage.

GEN. SHERMAN WAS 
RIGHT, SAYS GREEK. 


NOT TOO PROUD TO FIGHT, BUT 
AFTER SERVING IN THREE 
WARS IS BIT TIRED. 


(EXCLUSIVE 

WASHINGTON, June %.—John 
Cousonpoulos, of Ishpeming, Mich., 
is not too proud to fight, but he is 
getting a bit tired of war. He has 
carried a rifle in three fair-sized 
wars during the last ten years, and 
he would like to quit fighting for a 
while. At any rate, he feels strong- 
ly that he ought not to be compelled 
to serve in a fourth war just at this 
particular time. 

Cousonpoulos was a native of 
Greece when the first Balkan war 
broke out. He got into uniform 
promptly and served throughout the 
conflict. When peace was declared 
he came to America. He had no 
sooner put foot on American soil, 
however, when the second. Balkan 
war began. The Greek government 
beckoned and John Cousonpoulos 
sailed back across the sea and fought 
again. 

When he was again discharged he 
returned to America determined that 
he had fought his last battle. He 
went to Ishpeming, established a 
fruit store, took out citizenship 
papers and in the course of time be- 
came a full-fledged American citi- 
zen. Just about the time he got the 
peanut roaster running full blast, 
the United States decided to go to 
war with Germany. The long arm 
of the draft law reached out and 
called Cousonpoulos to the service of 
his new country. He did his bit in 
France uncomplainingly, but as soon 
as he was able to get demobilized 
he hastened back to the Ishpeming 
fruit store. 

He left a sweetheart behind him 
in Greece. When the fruit store be- 
gan to prosper he decided the time 
had come to return to Greece and 
claim his bride.

This world is a very important actual- 
ity to us. We are almost unanimous in our 
agreement that mental attitudes really cre- 
ate for us the kind of world we must live 
in—create it in a very intimate and highly 
practical sense. Yet, knowing as we do, the 
overwhelming importance of attitudes, in- 


er actudily resides in our attitudes, we nev- 
ertheless neglect them, even forget them in 
everyday life, and suffer the consequences. 

All the turmoll and strife in the indus- 
trial world arise from the attitude that work 
is a sort of punishment, an expiation. That 
attitude grows out of still another attitude 
of mind wherein the worker seeks not his 
own personal, expressive work, but merely 
ajob. No sooner does he secure this mean- 
ingless job than he assumes the attitude of 
fierce enmity against his employer. He be- 
comes class conscious because he has by 
his own act classified himself. 


Every person is endowed with the power | 


to change his world of attitude, to divide 
it up into different kinds of worlds, each 
one larger and more interesting than the 
one with which he commenced. The bee 
gets from the flowers, not honey, but a kind 
of sweet water or nectar; she must add to 
this the formic acid of her own body to pro- 
duce honey. The natural world offers a 
psychic nectar, but we must add the formic 
acid of our own minds if we would have the 
honey of thought and the joy of expressive 
work. The natural world of trees, insects 
and men can be very impersonal and indif- 
ferent regarding our fate if we bring no 
acid of mind to mix with the raw nectar. 
Yet this same natural world can be a lov- 
ing mother to us when we go to her in the 
right spirit. | 

The work world is so combined with the 
poetry world, the art world, the music 
world, the scientific world and the world of 
sentiment that no separation is possible. 
Evary attempted separation is a crime and 
is the real basis of labor strikes and indus- 
trial discord in general. There are people 
who give free rein to their artistic moods; 
they are the poets. They carry the formic 
acid of mind into every realm of life and 
bring back honey for vs. The poetic atti- 
tude should also be the worker's attitude. 
If his work is not poetry to him he is 
prostituting his energies. We read about 
practical people and the practical world, but 
they do not exist. Sentiment permeates the 
universe, and in no part of it is there more 
sentiment than in the realm of work. In no 
part of the universe is there more misguid- 
ed sentiment than in the realm of organized 
labor. Bven the name reveals its sentimen- 
tality. Imagine organized love or organized 
expression or organized happiness! Or- 
' ganized for what? Organized against what? 
Work is individual, personal, expressive, in- 
timate, creative. How can such. psychic 
states be organized? : 

The attitude of a person toward his work 
is the most practica] thing in his life, and 
yet it is at the same time the most senti- 
mental. If his attitude is creative he may 
build @ world that only the universe can

The “slump” 
in the industry that we have heard so much 
about must be largely psychological, or else 
the result of extravagant expenditure and 
waste. 


Then, again, we have the American To- 
bacco Company's report—another industry 
supposed to be suffering from a slump, and 
another luxury trade, at that. Yet the com- 


pany’s surplus, incl provision for 


charges and taxes, as 1 as deduction for 
preferred dividends, amounts to $15,151,000, 
equivalent to $13.38 a share earned on the 
combined stock. American Tobacco is pay- 
ing a dividend of $12 a share annually on 
its new common stock. 


If these are indications of hard times, 
what shall we expect in prosperity, in that 
“return to normalcy” which we are assured 
is on the way?

Sift Ashes of Dead Couple's 
Burned Residence. . 


Friends and Police Advance 
Differing Theories.

Mr. Elder, who 
was sleeping on the sleeping-porch 
at the rear of the second floor. was 
suddenly awakened by loud crack- 
ling sounds. The a residence 
was a mass of flam 

Mr. Elder, attired ¢ only in his night 
clothes, ran to the front of the biasz- 
ing house and forced an entrance. 
The house was clouded with smoke 
and the stairway leading to the sec- 
ond floor was a mass of flame, pre- 
vénting him from reaching the room 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Steele. 
Mrs. Elder, also scantily clad, at- 
tempted to arouse the couple, but 
shouts and screams failed to bring 
response. 

r. Elder then ran to the cellar 
door and opened it. The smoke drove 
him back. The flames, he said, 
seemed to be shooting from the 
stairway over his head.

should be repotted in the spring, and 


those who believe this important 
task should be performed in the 1. 
I belong to the first-named class. 

When summer's warmth has come 
to stay, it is time to carry the house 
plants to a shady place out of doors 
and put them into new, sometimes 
larger, pots. It seems better to 
place the plants in the new soil just 
before the growing season rather 
than at its close-in this way giving 
them the summer months in which 
to recover from the repotting, rather 
than doing this work just when the 
plants must face the trying condi- 
tions of the winter. 

The proper way to loosen ea plant 
from its pot is to knock the e of 
the pot against something so as to 
loosen the “bole” (the roots with 
the earth surrounding them) from 
the inside of the pot. Never dig in- 
to the oil about the roots before 
taking off the pot, nor try to cut the 
bole out of the pot by running a 
knife around the edge of the pot in- 
sides such methods are apt to in- 
jure the roots of a plant. 

What kind of soil shall we use in 
the new pot? Almost every 
er his own “perfect” 
for a mixed potting soil.

LONDON (Eng.) May 13.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] You re- 
cently good enough to insert a letter 

m me on the above subject, and 
as a fresh point has now arisen, I 
am taking the liberty of writing you 
again. I am now pleased to inform 
your readers that as a result of pro- 
longed negotiations with the Inland 
Revenue al! persons receiving income 
through a British trust are entitled 
to recovery of the tax in exactly 
the same way as if no trust existed. 

The position of residents abroad in 
relation to British income tax is, 
therefore, as follows: 

(1.) All British subjects can re- 
cover the whole or part of any in- 
come tax deducted from their divi- 


he dends, annuities, rents, etc., for 1920-

depending upon their total income. 

(2.) All crown servants. serving 
or retired, or thelr widows, mission- 
aries and persons resident abroad 
for the sake of health, can claim as 
above for three years back.
